Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department, 

This  report  is  based  on  the  statistics  for  1966  during  which, 

Dr.  J.  D.  Carroll  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  He  held  that 
appointment  for  12  years  until  he  resigned  to  enter  into  partnership 
as  a  General  Practitioner  thereby  joining  the  growing  number  of  those 
who  have  done  so.  His  predecessor,  Dr.  B.  N.  Eedy,  took  the  same  step. 
The  record  of  Dr.  Carroll's  work  is  contained  in  a  series  of  admirable 
annual  reports  of  which  this  report  is  the  last  of  the  series.  I 
have  had,  and  still  have,  the  pleasure  of  knowing  and  working  with  him 
ever  since  he  came  to  this  Area  and  I  place  on  record  my  sincere 
tribute  to  a  most  distinguished,  friendly  and  pleasant  colleague  who 
was  ever  willing  to  advise  and  never  wanting  or  failing  in  offering 
or  rendering  assistance.  I  am  sure  all  who  knew  him  will  join  me  in 
wishing  him  success  and  health  in  his  new  sphere. 

The  estimated  population  for  1966  was  23,420  and  showed  an 
increase  of  480  over  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of 
population  i.e.  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  was  266. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  1966  was  476  an 
increase  of  4  over  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  was  18.49.  per 
1,000  population,  .This  compares  favourably  with  the  national 
Birth  Rate  of  17*7*  per  1,000  population. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  i.e,  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births  was  23*11  compared  with  19*00  for  England  and 
Wales.  Seven  of  the  eleven  infant  deaths  were  due  to  congenital 
causes  incompatible  with  the  maintenance  of  life  and  four  were  caused 
by  respiratory  infection.  One  of  the  removable  precipitating  causes 
of  infantile  respiratory  infection  is  atmospheric  pollution.  To 
the  progressive  minded  citizen  these  four  infant  deaths  pose  a  challenge 
to  prevent  similar  deaths  in  the  future ,  and  the  invalidism  and  deaths 
from  Bronchitis  in  older  citizens,  by  clearing  Mansfield  Woodhouse ' s 
atmosphere  by  pushing  on  as  speedily  as  possible  the  work  already  begun 
under  the  Clean  Air  Air, 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  number  210  (Male  -  1 1 9 ♦ 

Female  -91)  which  was  28  more  than  the  previous  year-  The  corrected 
death  rate  was  12.63  per  1 ,000 . population ,  which  was  slightly  higher 
than  the  national  figure  of  11*7*

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TETANUS  IMMUNISATION, 


Immunisation  against  Tetanus  was  continued  during  the  year. 

This  complaint  which  is  due  to  the  entrance  into  the  body  of  the 
tetanus  bacillus  through  a  wound  is  characterised  by  painful  contractions 
in  the  muscles  of  the  face  and  neck.  Hence  the  term  "Lock-jaw”.  Untreated 
cases  have  a  high  mortality.  This  active  immunisation,  provided  an  adequate 
level  of  immunity  is  maintained  by  the  recommended  re-inforcing  doses,  is 
regarded  as  a  more  effective  method  of  prevention  than  the  injection  of 
tetanus  antitoxin  at  the  time  of  injury.  And  so  PARENTS  ARE  REMINDED 
THAT  IT  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  THAT  THEY  KEEP  THE  RECORD  CARDS  OF 
THEIR  CHILDREN'S  INNOCULATIONS  IN  A  PLACE  WHERE  THEY  CAN  BE 
READILY  FOUND  as  they  are  of  particular  importance  to  the  doctor  treating 
a  potentially  infected  wound.

Although  children  with  varying 
complaints  e.g.  visual  and  auditory  defects  continue  to  attend,  consultations 
are  mostly  by  appointment.  These  are  mainly  concerned  with  medical  examinations 
of  those  prospective  candidates  to  the  teaching  profession  and  of  those 
wishing  to  take  up  employment  with  the  County  Council.  The  remainder  of  those 
coming  to  the  clinic  mostly  comprise  school  children  of  13  years  and  over 
taking  up  part-time  employment  such  as  newspaper  delivery  or  grocery  delivery.
